Met at Sorority Dance. 

His meeting with Francis Hee- 

nan at the McAlpiz in New York, at 


a sorority dcnce, was described. 

“Miss Heenan walked up to a 
group of people I was with and, 
after she had been introduced to 
me, asked me to dance,” Browning 
said. “After the dance she gave 
me her telephone number. She 
was 23, she said. at first, and grad- 
ually reduced the age as I got bet- 
ter acquainted.” 

Browning said he had given the 
girl $300 and her mother $300 
which was tc be put toward her 
education, but excuses were made 
that she could ot gain admission 
to the schools, and preferred to go 
on the stage anyway. 

Browning saic he 
adopted Dorothy (“Sunshine’’) 
Browning and had “had her since 
she was a wee little mite.”

His Salary $150,000 a Year. 

In his testimony today Hawkins 
gave a detailed picture of the Ford 
organization, particularly the sales 
branch as it was developed from 
1907 unti) 1919 He said in 192) 
he was hired by the General Mo. 
tors Corporation. now Ford's 
greatest competitor, to reorganize 
the sales department. 

Asked how much he received for 
this work for the Genera] Motors 
Corporation, he replied without a 
trace of pride or feeling: “A hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars a 
year." He added that he remained 
at this work for 16 months and 
was retained for 16 months longer 
as a consulting sales expert He 
did not mention what his retainer 
was in the latter capacity 

By 1913 Ford had the gcreatest 
sales organizatio never developed 
in the motor-car industry, Haw- 
kins told the board. “It was 
Unique {In many directions,’ " he ex- 
plained. “and I am not sure that 
lt was not the greatest sales force 
every developed by any industry.” 

Keystone of Sales Policy. 

The keystone of the sales policy 
according to Hawkins, was the 
“branch dealer” plan whereby the 
economies of the Ford plan were 
effected in transportation and re- 
tatling. 

“In 1913 Ford had approximate- 
lv 7000 dealers and agents in all 
parts of the country.’ Hawkins ex. 
plained “These dealers had bee 
selected. after road agents had 
made a careful investigation of the 
local fields Throug) these men 
Ford had absolute control of prices 
of the cars and their spare parts 

“Road agents carefully checked 
up on these men to see tha’ they 
were up to the standard required 
by the Ford organization There 
was a close inspection of display 
rooms to see that the prospective 
buyer's attention was not diverted.

and his wife,” Newman related. 
“Sleeth Thompson, who was killed 
last March, was there and got 
smart with me. We had a fight, 
and I gave him a pretty good beat- 
ing. Carl said, ‘1 wouldn't do that 
if 1 were you; we're going to use 
him in the Collinsville job.’” 

Newman testified that Carl Shel- 
ton asked to borrow his Lincoln 
sedan to use in the robbery, and 
after he refused, told him he had 
“nicked up” a stolen Buick tour- 
ing car for $59. 

United States attorney Provine 
led the witness to testify that the 
funeral of Ora Thomas, killed at 
Herrin, was the same day as the 
Collinsville robbery. 

‘We went to Marion for the 
funeral, but got there too late,” 


Newman declared. “We _ started 
from Shelton’s saloon at 9 a. m. 
Joe McGlynn, Charles Gordon and 
myself in one machine; the Sheiton 
boys and Charlie Briggs in the blue 
Buick. In Edgemont the Buick 
broke down so Carl and Earl 
climbed in with us and the others 
stayed there.” 

Tella of Secing Money on Table. 

They returned from Marion, he 
said, at midnight, stopping at the 
Shelton saloon Newman went to 
his hotel, glanced at the register, 
and returned to the saloon about 2 
a. m., where he said he found the 
Shelton brothers and Briggs in the 
kitchen. 

“They had four or five bundles 
of money on a card table,” New- 
man asserted, “When I came to 
the door. Carl said, ‘T’ll see you 
later, Artt I figured I wasn’t want- 
ed and left.” Briggs. he testified 
was killed at Herrin last April. 

In the course of the examination. 
Harold J. Bandy-of Granite City, 
defense attorney, became annoyed 
by Newman's attitude of smug sat- 
isfaction. “I don’t like this wit- 
ness’ attitude,” he exclaimed to the 
Court. “Every time I object he 
turns to me and grins. I don’t like 
that.” 

Judge FitzHenry warned New- 
man to confine himself to answer- 
ing questions. 

Cross-examination embarrassed 
Newman, however, and he squirmed 
in his chair. 

“Mr. Newman, what are you do- 
ing at present?” asked Bandy. “I’m 
not doing anything now,” Newman 
replied. 

“How long has that been?” 
“Since the Shelton boys have been 
trying to kill me.” 


Asked About News Stories.

tends the roads were so slippery 
it would have been impossible for 
the Sheltons to have committed the 
Cellinaville mail robbery and then 
dMiven to Marion tn time to attend 
the funeral of their slain friend, 
Thomas. Their presence at the 
funeral is their alibi. 

“The city streets were pretty 
slick,” sald Newman, “but the 
snow and ice was pretty well 
whipped off the roads.”

Mrs. Newman Ordered Them Out. 

“Didn't your wife, Bessie, order 
them out?” “Yes, but they came

Newman laughed, 
Sheltons, and added:

“You told it to newspaper men?”

The cross-examination ended 
with Newman saying he wae not in 
Collinsville on the day of the rob- 
bery. The Government began its 
re-direct examination by asking 
Newman to tell all the facts of the 
Gordon Killing. 

Newman Tells About Killing. 

Newman then related that he 
went to Carl Shelton’s saloon to buy 
a quart of whisky for a friend, a 
stock man from Ipavia, Ill, and 
encountered Gordon, whom he de- 
scribed as “kind of a right bower’ 
for Shelton, and Charles Osborne, 
now serving a 99-year term for 
killing a Deputy Sheriff at Mill- 
wood, Ill, 

“They both had _ pistols and 
started a fuss with me, and both 
started after me, so I killed Gor- 
don. I was tried afM™i acquitted.” 

Warner Not to Tell. 

“Carl Shelton told me when he 
propositioned me on my car that if 
I ever told on him he would kill 
me,” Newman went on, explain- 
ing why he went armed. 

A similar warning was 
Newman he said, 
Memphis. He said the warning 
came from a man named “Bartling 
—a Cuckoo gangster, I believe”— 
here Newman turned toward Judge 
ritzHenry=-"a friend of Whitey 
Doering’s, you know.” 

“On his way back from Memphis. 
Newinan encountered Carl Shel- 
ton on the road near Ashley, and 
the latter confided, according to 
Newman: “Art, we just killed a 
feflow. Pulled his ears off with a 
pair of pliers.” 

Newman laughed. 
smiled. 

“That was in Herrin,” Newman 
added. “The man was a Ku Klux 
Klan.” 

Newman and Shelton rode in to 
East St. Louis together on that 
oceasion. Later. Newman traveled 
with his wife to Miami, Fla. Re- 
turning to visit Charlie Birger at 
Harrisburg, their car was stopped 
on the road by an armored truck 
occupied by seven or eight men. 
Newman testified that Carl and 
Bernie Shelton and a Frank Mec- 
Carthy. also known as Kelly. were 
some of the occupants. 

“They opened fire on us,” New- 
man testified. “with a machine 
gun, firing 600 or 600 shots. My 
wife got shot. We got away from 
them.” 

Questioned About Thompson, 

The forenoon session ended with 
the defense objecting to the prose- 
cution question, “Do vou know 
what happened to Sleeth Thomp- 
son?’’, and when the afternoon

Backfiring Auto Starts Rumor of 
Attempt to Kill Newman. 
ITH the utmost secrecy, the

So high is the tension here that 
the backfiring of an automobile 
about 1 o’clock this morning, while 
Newman was on the streets with 
Postoffice Inspectors. gave rise to 
a rumor that an effort had been 
made to assassinate the Govern- 
ment witness. 

Birger came to Quincy on an aft- 
ernoon train yesterday from St. 
Louis. Newman arrived by auto- 
mobile. Neither was publicly geen 
until after 9 o'clock this morning 
Then Newman was observed enter- 
ing a small restaurant a block 
from the Federa)] Building. With 
Postoffice Inspector Keefe, he had 
coffee and doughnuts at the coun- 
ter. while two St. Louis detectives 
guarded the door.

Twenty-five Deputy Marshals were 
scattered about the building, and 
the only stairway was posted with 
deputies who searched every per- 
son who sought to ascend, turning 
most of the curious away. 

District Attorney Provine intro- 
duced more preliminary witnesses 
to prove the circumstances of the 
robbery and identify the blue 
Buick touring car abandoned in 
East St. Louis two days afterwards, 
Frank Cann, St. Louis architect, 
said the machine was stolen from 
him in St. Louis, Dee. 12. 1924. 
Joseph Schrader, East St. Louis, a 
private detective, told of examining 
the machine in front of 2928 State 
street, East St. Louis, where it was 
abandoned. 

The first witness to give testi- 
mony directly against the Sheltons 
was Private E. RK: Barkley, a Ne- 
gro cavalryman in uniform, from 
Fort Riley, Kan., who was porter 
in the Shelton’s East Side saloon. 
He said the brothers left the sa- 
loon at 7 a. m. Jan. 27, an hour 
before the robbery, driving toward 
Collinsville. 

Provine’s plan was to lay a 
groundwork of testimony describ- 
ing the circumstances of the rob. 
bery, and showing that the ma- 
chine used originated in St. Louis 
and was returned to that vicinity— 
then present Birger and Newman 
to testify that the robbery was 
planned in the Shelton’s East 
St. Louis saloon, and that the 
loot was divided in Birger’s 
roadhouse at Harrisburg. 

Harold J. Bandy of Granite City 
chief counsel for the Shelton 
brothers, said today he weuld show 
by “good witnesses” that tHe broth- 
ers left their saloon early the morn.- 
ing of Jan. 27, 1925, and went to 
Herrin to attend the funeral of Ora 
Thomas, former chief deputy to 
Sheriff Galligan, who had been 
killed two days before. The Gov- 
ernment does not deny that they 
went to the funeral. but it is Pro- 
vine’s contention that they perpe- 
trated the Collinsville robbery first. 

Provine does not expect to fin- 
ish the Government's case today 
Recause of the hatred existing be- 
tween his chief witnesses and the 
defendants, he expects to present, 
after Birger and Newman have left 
the stand, considerahe corrobora- 
tive evidence to bolster up thetr 
story Defense counsel undoubht- 
edly will stress to the jury the fact 
that Birger and Newman may be 
moved by a desire for vengeance 
Or the hope of getting their ene- 
mies safely behind prison bars.

No testimony directly involving the 
brothers in the crime was intro- 
duced, although the _ prosecution 
tried to show that the automobile 
used in the robbery was their prop- 
erty. 

James Mathias, 63-year-old mail 
messenger ,from whom a pouch 
containing a $15,000 money pack- 
age was taken, was not even asked 
to identify the defendants. He re- 
lated that he was robbed by men 
in a curtained automobile which 
drew up alongside his truck while 
he was driving from the Collins- 
ville depot to the postoffice, 

“Someone in back of me said 
‘Don’t let him look back; he might 
recognize me,’” Mathias testified 
He was asked if he knew “Sleeth”’ 
Thompson, who jater was ,mur- 
dered. He had known Thompson 
about eight years. Was it Thomp- 
son’s* voice? Mathias said he did 
not Know. Government attorneys 
said later that Mathias had told 
them he recognized the voice as 
Thompson's. 

“Within 30 Feet of Robbers.” 


James B. Purcell of Alton testl- 
fied he was standing “within 30 
feet of the robbers’ auto,” but 
could not identify any of the de- 
fendants. The machine was a blue 
Buick touring car which he sald 
“resembled” a machine in a photo 
graph introduced by the Govern- 


ment. 
Wi Gertrude Lebbe of Collins. 
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ville declared a dies car. sped 
past her on Majh street, Collins: 
ville, the mornihg of the robbery. 
and Ira Lingle of East St. Louis 
told of finding a blue Buick tour- 
ing car, containing “some mali) 
sacks ripped open,” some newspa- 
pers and a cap, in front of his 
home, two days after the holdup 

Miss Lebbe and Lingle identified 
the photographed automobile as 
the one they had seen, the Gov- 
ernment contending it was owned 
by the Sheitons, but not claimed 
by them after the robbery. 

Oscar Volkner of East St. Louis 
testified that license piates on the 
robbers’ car were stolen from his 
Ford parked on Chestnut street in 
East St. Louis. 

Other witnesses—St. Louls Fed. 
eral Reserve Bank clerks, a bank 
messenger, postoffice clerks and 
railway mail clerke—traced the 
registered money package from the 
Reserve Bank to Mathias. The 
money had been consigned to the 
State Bank of Collinsville to meet 
a mine payroll.

fore he got a real car, but we did 
not want to impress him with this 
fact.” 

Ford’s branch assembling -plants 
were unique. Hawkins declared. 
They were possible in the first 
place because all parts of the car 
were standardized. If a part did 
not fit, it could be sent back to 
the factory to be scrapped, he 
said. 

These assembling plants, he de- 
clared, permitted great economies 
in freight rates, much to the prof- 
it of the loca] dealers. 

Saving on Freight. 
Fords will a 
box car,”’ Hawkins explained, 
“that means that if we wanted to 
ship 600 Fords 100 freight cars 
would be required. By sending the 
parts to an assembling plant, ma- 


“Six assembled 


terial for 600 Fords could be 
shipped in 22 freight cars. 
‘Paradoxical as it may seem, 
everybody made a profit on this 
plan,” Hawkins said. “In the first 
place, the railroads had 78 cars 
they could use for other business. 
The branch plants charged _ the 
local dealer $4 a car for assembling 
when the cost was only $2.80. Then 
the retailer charged the buyer the 
actual freight rate for an as- 
sembled car, shipped from Detroit. 
He did not explain how the buyer 
profited by this arrangement. 
Through the “road agents,’’ Ford 
had a strict check on the local 
dealers. To support Hawkins’ tes- 
timony, Joseph E. Davies, chief 
counsel for the taxpayers, had 
Hawkins identify one of the re- 
ports.

He could 
always return the spares for cash 
if he relinquished the agency.” 

At one time during the hearing 
Hawkins asked the official reporter 
if he were speaking too fast.

CHICAGO, Feb. 1.—The Chicago 
‘Daily News will build a modern 
newspaper plant over tracks lead- 
ing into Chicago's new Union Sta- 
tion. This will be the first def- 
inite step ever taken here for the 
railroad 
property for commercial develop- 
ment. 

The site chosen for the news 
‘plant is on the west bank of the 
Chicago River. The plot of ground, 

ch will be acquired partly by 


' purchase and partly by lease of air 


rights, is 400 by 260 feet, bounded 
by Madison street, Cana] street, 
‘Washington street and the river. 

The proposed bullding, consist- 
ing of an eight-story structure for 
\the newspaper's use, topped by a 
‘setback skyscraper rising probably 
16 to 18 stories higher, will take 
-up the full 400 feet frontage on 
Canal street, a thoroughfare re- 
cently widened and improved in 
connection with the Union Station 
development, and will be 100 feet 
deep. ° 

Preliminary sketches call for « 
terrace and promenade between 
the building proper and the river, 
400 feet long by 160 feet wide, 
virtually forming a park tributary 
.to the structure, but open to 
pedestrian traffic.

Our age in literature seems a 
cheap one, for the simple reason 
that it is, for commercial] reasons, 
generally the cheaper things that 
attract wide attention. The rest, 
as a rule, is neglected altogether or 
quickly forgotten. Within the past 
20 years in America enough pow- 
erful work has been done in all 
branches of literature to make ouf 
age a golden one. What we lack 
is general knowledge and appre- 
clation of.that fact In the crea- 
tion of great literature, great <a- 
pacity for appreciation is a prime 
essential. To state the point hyper- 
bolically, there would be no great 
literature in the world, in spite of 
all the books in all the fibraries, 
if the present population of the 
earth were suddenly replaced with 
Hottentots. It is only in the mo- 
ment of appreciation that litera- 
ture has any significance, 

Similiarly, if it were possible to 
effect a profound § instantaneous 
change in the consciousness of our 
reading public whereby the majo-- 
ity would become capable of appre- 
ciating greatness, there is good rea- 
son to believe that we should all 
be amazed at the brilliance, the 
beauty and the profundity of our 
contemporary literature. But it 
would not be the same body of iit- 
erature that we now regard ag rev- 
resentative, though undoubtedly 
some of it would be familiar. 

The Koran, experts assure us, hgs 
never been adequately’ translated. 
It is good news that a new ftrans- 
lation is being made for Alfred A. 
Knopf by Marmaduke 

Mr. Pickthall, writing About his 
project, says: “The point of mak- 
ing a new translation is that none 
of the existing translations fairly 
represent the book, whereas the 
English translation—one might 
call it a version—of the Bible is 
better than the originals, at any 
rate in the case of the New Testa- 
ment.

The painting was brought to this 
country by M. Knoedler & Co., and 
the National Gallery would have 
bought it if the trustee had suc- 
ceeded in raising’ the 
funds. It was scheduled to have 
hung in the exhibition of 
art at Burlington House, London, 
but it now hangs in the Baltimore 
Museum of Art, where it Is an in- 
definite loan from its new owner, 

“Rinaldo and <Armida” comes 
from the collection of the Duke of 
Newcastle, of Clumber Park, Not- 
tinghamshire, England. It had 
been in the family as far as records 
gO. Tradition has it that it was a 
gift by Charles I to William Cav- 
endish, Duke of Newcastle, as a 
token of gratitude. He had lent 
the King money to help in the Civil 
War. 

The picture measures 90x96 feet. 
It represents Rinaldo, in armor, 
sleeping the sleep of enchantment 
at the foot of a tree on the Island in 
the River Orontes, to which the en- 
chantress Armida had lured him 
after his flight from the Crusaders” 
camp, where he had slain Gernan- 
do. 

Armida, in flowing draperies, 
leans over and twines about him a 
gariand of flowers which she takes 
from a flying Cupid. The nymph, 
who has risen from the river and 
sung him to sleep, continues to 
sing from a sheet of music in her 
hand. Two Cupids, one with bow 
and arrow, fly in the heavens 
above Armida’s head, and at her 
side stands another with his fing- 
ers on his lips.
